The official ruport of the Department o 


Agriculture on the condition of the gro- 
ing crops, d.ited June 17th, says: Th 
natural tendency of low prices to reduc 
tlie acreage of wheat has been appaien 
this year, though not to the extent threi 
ened. I last year estimated the inereos 
over 3 SOS at more thaa a million of a 
limiting an aggregate of 19,093,000 acre 
I figure a reduction this Spring of mor 
than !)00,000 acres, or nearly five per cen 
of last year's assumed acreage.

The crop presents 
an improved appearance in Pennsylvania, 
promises well in Maryland, and a good av- 
erage crop is cutting in Virginia and North 
Carolina, with little loss from nut or fall- 
ing in consequence of heavy rains. The 
crop in the South is generally good, though 
light in some places, as the result of 
drouth. 
The Tappahannock (from the 


Depai tment of Agriculture) is a great suc- 
cess in this region, ant? is very generally 
preferred. In the Red Eiver region, Tex- 
as, tbo weather has been cool, and the crop 
late, but unusually fine. It has been in- 
jured there only by hail and other storms. 
The crop will be fair in Tennessee, with 
some drawbacks, as lodging-, rust, etc., 
during recent heavy rains. 


In Illinois, a reduction of perhaps fifteen 


per cent, may be expected in the yield ; in 
some counties the crop appears well; in 
some fears are entertained chat little more 
than half a crop will be gathered.

The Income Tax in the Senate. 


The Senate on Friday, by a vote of 34 


to 23, struck from the tax bill all the sec- 
tions relating to tho income tax, thus 
abolishing that tax entirely. The Com- 
mittee on Finance was not prepared for 
thi-i, and their plans were so much de- 
ranged with regard to the reduction of
